Renew Drive 
To Wipe Out 
Tax Frauds 


Firms Involved in 
1951 Scandal Raided; 
Seize New Evidence 


CHICAGO — (^P)State po 


lice today raided three tobac 
co wholesalers and at least 15 
cigaret retailers in a renewec 
drive to wipe out counterfeit 
ing of state cigaret tax 
stamps. 


Richard J. Lyons, director of the 


state department of revenue, told 
newsmen a two-month investiga 
tion by 38 state policemen and 
three former FBI men, now em 
ployed by his department, 
has 


convinced him that: 


Syndicate Operation 


"This is a 100 per cent syndicate 


operation from start to finish." 


Lyons said police struck simul- 


taneously at three wholesalers in- 
volved in similar raids in 1951. He 
named.these as the Randolph Park 
Tobacco Co., Chicago, the Elm- 
wood Park Tobacco & Specialty 
Co., Elmwood Park; and the Mo 
Nicholas Tobacco Co.,- Chicago 
Heights. 


He said raiders also confiscated 


at least 15 cigaret vending ma- 
chines in establishments in Chicago 
Heights and Steger. 


The state official said no arrests 


were made in any of the raids. 
He said the crackdown was or- 
dered in an effort to get evidence 
for presentation to the grand jury. 


Search warrants were obtained 


in Cook County Criminal Court 
Tuesday. 
Counterfeiting of tax 


stamps is a statewide, operation, 
Lyons said ,and deprives the state 
of between one and three million 
dollars a year in tax revenue. 


More Evidence 


Lyons said- police have evidence 


of counterfeiting in some downstate 
section but he declined to elabo 
rate. He said investigators would 
continue to buy cigarets through- 
out the state, confiscating vending 
machines and retailers' 
stocks 


where bogus tax stamps are found. 


Representatives of major tobac- 


co manufacturers and state offi- 
cials will meet Monday at Atlantic 
City, N. J., to try to develop a 
stamping program that would foil 
counterfeiters. 
Lyons said he fa- 


vors stamping of packages at the 
factory, the stamp being placed 
under the cellophane wrapper. 


Cigaret packages bearing coun- 


terfeit stamps were found in ma- 
chines at all the retail outlets, Ly- 
ons said, and in the Randolph Park 
and McNicholas establishments. 


The three wholesalers raided are 


not licensed by the state to affix 
tax stamps, Lyons said. 


Three-Week Watch 


State police in street clothes, and 


driving rented autos. have been 
watching suspected firms for three 
weeks, the revenue chief said, and 
made simultaneous raids shortly 
after the places opened for busi-

face a test vote in the house in mid-April. 


Whether it will be confined sole 


y to reducing the tax rate or be 
opened to all sorts of amendments 
—including one to increase the 
personal exemption from $600 to 
;i,000—may depend on the attitude 
of the Republican leadership of the 
House. 


Want Budget Balance 


That leadership — in line with 
•resident Eisenhower's position — 
s opposed to the bill in any form 
until the federal budget is balanced 
r close to being balanced.

WASHINGTON Wl- Rep. Roose- 


velt (D-NY) today asked the House 
to remove Rep. Velde (R-I11J as 
chairman of its Un-American Ac- 
tivities Committee.- 


Roosevelt introduced a resolution 


for removal of Velde. He told news- 
men his move was based on "the 
admittedly f a l s e and reckless 
charges" Velde made against Mrs. 
Agnes Meyer, a threatened investi- 
gation of Reds among clergymen 
and "the fact that he (Velde) acted 
n both instance;? without consulta- 
tion of fellow members of the com- 
mittee." 


Velde 
was 
officially 
elected 


chairman of Uic group by action 
of the House when the new Con- 
gress organized in January. 


Velde suggested last weekend 


that his committee might look Into 


lommunist i n f l u e n c e s In the 
churches. This stirred up protests 
from a number of clergymen, in- 
cluding Velde's own pastor. 


It also ran into quick opposition 


from other members of th« com- 
mittee. 


Local Clergymen 
Rap Velde Probe 


Survey Shows Majority See 
Danger in Investigation

General disapproval was voiced today by Dixon clergymen to Rep. 


hide's statement made Monday that the church represented a field 
for Red hunting by his house committee on un-American activities. 


Eight local clergymen—six Pro- 


testant, one Catholic and one Epis- 
copalean—queried by The Tele- 
graph for comment on Rep. Velde's 
statement replied with views rang- 
ing from flat opposition to such an 
investigation to unqualified encour 
agement. 


Some qualified their opposition 


to an investigation by Velde's com- 
mittee by sanctioning investigation 
of the church by the FBI. 


Flat Approval 


Lone flat' approval 'of an investi- 


gation of the church was given by 
the Rev. R. I. French, pastor of 
St. Anne's Catholic church. 


A majority thought Velde's com- 


mittee represented a threat to free- 
dom of religion and speech in its 
probes for Communists in the U.S. 


Here are the individual opinions 


of clergymen contacted by The 
Telegraph at random: 


The Rev. Samuel Bait, Grace 


Evangelical United Brethren, said 
an investigation by Velde's com- 
mittee "definitely" is unwarranted. 


"I believe in the separation of 


church and state," he said. "When 
the government begins to meddle 
in the church, it poses a grave 
danger to our freedom." 


However, Rev. Blatt said he 


would not oppose an investigation 
by the FBI. 


Nothing To Fear 


Rev .French asserted that any 


loyal organization has nothing to 
fear from an investigation by the 
Velde committee. He said he be- 
lieved there was no threat to free- 
dom involved. 


"No steps should be left untak- 


en." 


"Every step should be taken to 


uncover Communists wherever they 
may be in the U.S.," he added. 


Indifference to such a probe was 


voiced by the Rev. Vernon L. S. 
Jones. St. Luke's Episcopal church. 


"Upon first learning of Rep. 


Velde's statement I was amused," 
Rev. Jones revealed. 
"If they 


lave nothing else to do they might 
as well investigate the church. We 
might teach them something." 


Probably In Clergy 


He added that Communists "prob- 
ably are in the clergy" as well as 
any other field. 


"There is no threat to freedom 


by such investigation," he de- 
clared. 


The Rev. Loren Callan, Four- 


square 
Gospel, was 
undecided 


vhether an investigation should 
be made by Velde's group or the 
•BI. 
"Perhaps it would be better If 


he FBI investigated," he said. He 


asserted that there are Commu- 
nists among the clergy. 


"Necessity of maintaining sepa- 


ration of the church and state" 
was cited by the Rev. Adam L. 
Lutzweiler of West Side Baptist 
church. 


"I would approve of investigation 


of individuals within the church 
but not of the church as an organ- 
ization," he contended. 


Threat to Freedom • 


He said he believed 
Velde's 


group is a threat to freedom, be 
cause if it carries its tactics too 
far a gag would be imposed on the 
public. 


The Rev. 
Sidney Bloomquist, 


Methodist church, said that he 
would be in favor of an Investiga- 
tion of the church by the FBI but 
not by Velde'« committee unless it 
were conducted without publicity. 


"Once a person is investigated 


publicly he often is considered by 
the public a communist by the 
mere fact that he is under ques- 
tioning." 


Th« Rev. 
Fred 
Cunningham, 


Bethel United Evangelical church, 
said that he would approve of an 
investigation "if it could be im- 
partial." But he indicated that he 
doubted that impartiallity could be 
maintained. 


He contended that freedom would 


be endangered. 


"Radical," He Say* 


The Rev. George J. Curran, St. 


Paul's Lutheran church, declared 
the Velde's and similar groups, 
such as. the committee headed by 
McCarthy, are "radical and de- 
fiant" in their tactics. 


"I don't think that their methods 


represent a just and fair way of 
determining who is a communist 
and who isn't." 


He said he-would'not object to 


an investigation by the FBI. 


All 
clergymen contacted 
ex- 


pressed belief that as far as they 
knew there are no communists in 
the clergy in Dixon. 


Meanwhile, 
churchmen 
else- 


where in the nation, 
Including 


Velde's own pastor, have protest- 
ed to such an investigation, while 
approval has been voiced by oth- 
ers. 


X'elde said during a radio inter- 


view Monday night that "it is en- 
tirely possible" that the commit- 
tee would get into the church field, 
possibly looking into the records of 
churchmen "who seem to have de- 
voted more time to politics than 
they have to the ministry." 


He issued a statement late Tues-

II. 
In that connection, Gromyko ac- 


cused the U.S. Army of atrocities 
in Korea. 


While Assembly President Lester 


B. Pearson of Canada, gavelled 
for order, Lodge reminded Gromy- 
ko that "the U.S. Army you seek 
to smear Is th« same U.S. Army 
which stood beside Ui« Russian 
Army to defeat the Nazis in Eu- 
rope!" 


Good Enough Then 


Lodge told Gromyko that "the 


U. S. Army was good enough for 
you in 1942, 1943, 1944 and 1945. It 
would be the same today had not 
the policies of the Soviet govern- 
ment so tragically changed." 


Earlier Eden told the assembly 


that it was in nobody's interest 
that World War III should break 
out. 


U. S. Taking 
Tirm View' 
Of Shootin 


No Consideration 
Given to Breaking 
Off Czech Relations 


WASHINGTON (#>)—U. S. 


officials, in both state and de- 
fense departments, were re- 
ported inclined today to take 
the firmest of attitudes to- 
ward Czechoslovakia over the 
shooting down of an Ameri- 
can plane by Czech pilots. 


Informed sources said, however, 


that no consideration is being given 
now to breaking diplomatic rela- 
tions with Prague. The feeling is 
that this would arromplish nothing. 


More probable lines of action ap- 


peared to be: 


1. Demands on the Czechs for 


both an apology and cash indem- 
nity for the loss of the plane. 


2. Instructions for U. S. pilots in 


West Germany to shoot back, in 
event of another such incident, and 
to take action to force down any 
Czech planes crossing the frontier. 


The State department made pub- 


lic the protest which Ambassador 
Seorge Warlsworth delivered to the 
Czech Foreign Office. This was a 
brief note which said the United 
States was protesting "in strongest 
terms" and which set out the U.S. 
ontentions as to the place of the 
ncidcnt, well inside of Western 
Germany. 


At the moment, there seemed to 


be a tendency to regard the clash 
as an isolated incident, caused by 
trigger-happy Communist pilots.

defense, one replied: "We'd rather 
not answer that question." . 


The two pilots gave a. personal 


account of the shooting down of 
one American jet by two Soviet- 
made jets from the Czech air force. 
It was the first'time Red aircraft 
had shot-do\vn an American plane 
over U.S.-held territory. The grave

the attack scene seven to 10 miles 
inside the U.S. zone, near the 
Czechoslovak frontier without be- 
ing hit. 


Both said that Brown's F-84 was 


hit without warning. 


"We were circling back and forth 


about seven to ten miles inside our 
line when these two planes jumped 
us," Smith said. 


Brown, picking up the narrative, 


added: 


"The planes crossed in front of 


us. We started to circle to the left 
toward the West. One of these 
planes fell in behind me. He fol- 
lowed me for three or four circuits. 
I was a little bit confused as to 
his intention and I tried some 
ivasive aptlon. Then he opened fire 
and hit my plane." 


Went Into Dive 


"It flipped over on its back and 


I found myself in a dive. It seemed 
pretty well shot up and I had 
trouble controlling it. I headed 
back toward our own base, Furer- 
stenfeldbruck, near Munich. Then 
I noticed that my right stabilizer 
was shot(up. Then I lost my right 
tip tank and noted my wing was 
coming apart. 


"I didn't think I could control it 


much longer, so I radioed Smith 
that I was abandoning the craft, 
which I did. 


"I made a successful parachute 


landing." 


Brown's injuries were only minor 


scratches. The mustached 30-year- 
old veteran, who had flown 100 
combat missions in Korea, wor«

The 
charges were dropped after the 
secretary of the man Hayes had 
employed to maintain master in 
chancery records was acquitted of 
a forgery charge. The charges 
grew out of an alleged 52,600 short- 
age in Hayes' accounts. 


According to the state bar asso- 


ciation, Hayes received a $1,400 
diamond ring in 1939 for safekeep- 
ing. In 1945 he returned the ring, 
minus a 1.32 carat 'Central dia- 
mond. The woman said Hayes re- 
fused to return the stone. 


The bar association 
board of 


governors reported that Hayes has 
denied that the ring was delivered 
to him. The report stated that 
Hayes did not appear before the 
association's grievance committee, 
stating first that he was physically 
unfit, and later that he had never 
had an attorney-client relationship 
with Dixie Southworth. He never 
appeared before 
the 
grievance 


committee which recommended 
disbarment proceedings. 


Hayes has not filed an answer to 


the charges to be heard by the 
Supreme court. He was admitted 
to practice before the 
Supreme 


court in 1908.

Collegians Show Real Bridge Savvy 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


Today's hand is taken from the 


Intercollegiate Bridge Tournament 
recently conducted simultaneously 
in more than 100 colleges thiough- 
out the country. The returns are 
all in, but they haven't yet been 
counted. I'm inclined to doubt that 
many of our young men and wom- 
on in the colleges found the correct 
line of play in this hand. 


The bidding is r e a s o n a b l e 


enough. South cannot quite ventuie 
a free bid over East's heart over- 
call, but when North reopens the 
bidding with a takeout double. 
South must jump to two spades to 
show that his hand is far from 
worthless. 


North needs no further encour- 


agement. From his point of view 
there should be a good play for 
game if South has as little as a 
five-card spade suit to something 
like the queen, with a king on the 
side. 


West makes the perfectly nor- 


mal opening of the fourth best 
heart, and East wins the first trick 
with the queen of hearts. It is now 
up to East to be a hero. 


If East pussyfoots by returning 


his singleton tramp or another 
heart, declarer will easily make 
the contract. If East returns the 
ace of hearts, for example, dummy 
ruffs, and declarer draws two 
rounds of trumps with the king and 
the ace. South now finesses the ten 
of clubs around to East's king. 


At this point there is nothing that 


East can do to defeat the contract. 
South will surely be able to dis- 
card on dummy's long clubs, and 
the defenders will get only one 
heart, one trump, and one club 
trick. 


There is a different story to tell 


if East is a hero at the second 
trick. He must lead a diamond up 
to dummy's ace-queen. 


Now South cannot make the con- 


tract. Declarer draws two rounds 
of trumps with the king and ace, 
after which he takes, the club fi- 
nesse to East's king. East prompt- 
ly returns another diamond, thus 
forcing out dummy's remaining 
lop diamond.

Hickory Log, 
200,000 Years 
Old, Is Found 


SPRINGFIELD —(Special)— A 


remarkably well preserved and un- 
altered eighteen foot hickory log 
more than 200,000 years old has 
been found near,Marshall, HI., Dr. 
Carlton Condit, head of the geology 
section of the Illinois State Muse- 
um, announced today. Dr. Condit 
said the log evidently was carried 
to the site by the ice of the glaciers 
which covered Illinois. 


It was dug up by a highway con- 


struction crew working on a new 
section of U. S. Route 40 four miles 
southwest of Marshall, and was 
brought to Dr. Condit's attention 
by Mr. and Mrs. James Gordon 
Irwin of .Marshall. It was identi- 
fied by the University of Illinois 
department of botany as a section 
of a hickory tree, probably a pe- 
can. 


Dr. Condit said the log was pre- 


served because the dense clay en- 
closing it kept water containing de- 
cay bacteria, oxygen, or minerals 
from circulating through its ' tis- 
sue. The tree was about 300 years 
old when it was picked up by the 
glacier, Dr. Condit said. Eroded 
ind battered ends indicate it was 
carried some distance before being 
deposited. The log has been sawed 
into three sections. 
Two were 


brought to the museum and the 
other retained by the Irwins.

Women with shop- 
ping bags ran from Turco's to 
Chartoff's and back again. Traffic 
was blocked. 


Police were called but could do 


little but watch. Turco yelled at 
the officers: 


"Waddya want? Is it against the 


law to give something away?"

Five" members—the U.S., Britain, 
France, Russia and Nationalist Chi- 
na—must approve any selection 
unanimously. Any one of the five 
can veto a nominee.

They 
denounced him in 1950 for his sup- 
port of the U.N. stand against 
Red aggression in Korea and since 
Feb. 2, 1951, have maintained that 
he holds his post illegally.

Medical Society Drops Plan 
To Oust Doctor After Talk 


CHICAGO-W>-The Chicago Med- 


ical Society has dropped a pro- 
posal to oust Dr. Loyal Davis, 
chief surgeon of Passavant Hos- 
pital, because he said fee-splitting 
is a widespread practice among 
Chicago doctors. 


A medical society spokesman 


said Tuesday night the society's 
executive council decided not to 
act on petitions asking that Dr. 
Davis, brain surgeon and chair- 
man of the surgery department 
of Northwestern University medi- 
cal school be dropped from mem- 
bership. 


Instead, the spokesman said, the 


council adopted a resolution of rep- 
rimand which did not specifically 
name Dr. Davis. It said in part: 


"The society deplores the un- 


warranted attack on and criticism 


of the medical profession by its 
own members and others as well 
as the utilization of media other 
than the proper medical tribunals 
and forums available fofsuch pur- 
poses."

The surgeon's claim that fee- 


splitting is common in the Chicago 
area was made in a speech last 
September to the American Col- 
lege of Surgeons. 


Three months later, Dr. Walter 


Bornemeier, president-elect of the 
Chicago Medical Society, said peti- 
tions asking the removal of Dr. 
Davis from membership had been 
filed with the society. 


Fee-splitting is the term applied 


when an operating surgeon divides 


his fee with the doctor who re- 
fen ed 'he patient.
